THE magazine Life, as most of us remember, 

was founded upon the apparently sound gen- 
eralization that most of us morons will look at 
pictures, but would rather not read. The form- 
ula has resulted in tremendous success. 


But Life always sets aside an editorial page, 
for the benefit of those who read. On this page, 
as with editorials in general, the reader is in- 
vited to step up, have himself fitted with blink- 
ers and a lead-shank, and be led through a maze 
of questionable syllogisms to an irrefutable 
conclusion. This docility perhaps comes easily to 
one who has just waded out of an ocean of 
pictures to rest on an island of profundity-in- 
prose. 


The history of Life’s editorial page, insofar 
as it has touched upon racing, suggests an al- 
most Machiavellian master plan. In the past it 
has sometimes taken up a cudgel and beaten 
us over the head with psychotic fervor—cer- 
tainly without objective consideration of the 
facts. The direct attack having failed, it has 
suddenly shown up, like the devil in disguise, 
with a “suggestion.” We do not mean to claim 
that Life is consciously shifting from club to 
craft; there is just the bare possibility that the 
180-degree change in its attitude had subcon- 
scious motivation, and simply represents attack 
from another quarter. On the other hand, it 
may be a touch of sweet innocence. 


The editorial is too well written to be con- 
densed easily. But it considers “an old proposi- 
tion: if gambling is ineradicable, why not 
legalize it?” and then considers three possible 
reasons for doing so, on the assumption that 
the reason accepted should determine the ap- 
proach. Of these three objectives, it rules out 
minimizing gambling on the grounds that it is 
already minimized; it rules out taking advant- 
age of (taxing) gambling, on the grounds that 
“as a tax source ... gambling is nowhere as 
cushy or as dependable as many pro-legalizers 
suppose.” 


“That leaves only one reason—delousing— 
for an experiment in legalized gambling.’’ And 
since argument not supported by pertinent 
facts must remain inconclusive, ‘“‘some big state 
in which gambling is a problem, such as New 
York, New Jersey or Illinois, could do the 
country a service by a controlled experiment in 
legalized gambling.” 


From the conclusion that an experiment in 
delousing is in order, the editorial proceeds over

invisible paths to the suggestion that the experi- 
ment “be confined mainly to off-track horse- 
playing.” (At this point it is best to go for a 
walk. Or sit cross-legged for a few moments in 
quiet contemplation of life, that lesser phenom- 
enon spelled with a lower-case 1.) 


Why is it that, whenever anyone has arrived 
at the conclusion that legalized betting should 
be extended, he accepts, as if it were a sort of 
mystic corollary, the further conclusion that 
the betting should be upon horse races? We 
pause ten seconds for the wise man who knows 
the answer to that one. 


The editorial writer for Life has been spe- 
cific in limiting his proposed objective to de- 
lousing. It would remain to be seen, of course, 
whether the result would be delousing or simply 
a transfer of the lice to an official status. But he 
implies, through his miraculously born sugges- 
tion, that off-track betting on horse races rep- 
resents the first area for the use of the purify- 
ing squirt-gun of government. 


Tactically the suggestion is sound enough, 
if you esteem slyness above wisdom. Book- 
makers are perforce a rather honorable set; 
the one who fails to meet his obligations is soon 
out of business. They are far less lousy (to 
continue Life’s terminology) than the operators 
of most illegal betting enterprises, hence the 
experimental delousing job would look very 
good indeed, in all probability. But such a push- 
over would hardly provide a fair experiment 
and it would certainly leave most of the lice 
untouched. 


If any state wishes to attempt this noble 
delousing experiment, let it consider first where 
it can do the most good. How about the policy 
racket? The baseball pools? The betting on 
college football and basketball games? Here is 
perhaps the lousiest exploitation of the Amer- 
ican public since the Government began to 
draw the reins on the buccaneering business 
men of the nineteenth century. 


Why are these sources of the wealth of 
scoundrels considered untouchable, even if off- 
track gambling on horses is to be given legal 
status? Is it because they are so lousy in the 
first place? Then all the more reason for de- 
lousing. Is it because they are so low and so 
rapacious that the state itself would feel lousy 
for associating with them? Then let no one be 
so illogical as to argue again that delousing is 
the reason for legalization.

Happy birthday, Mr. 


Last week I went around to Thomas B. 
Cromwell’s office on Barr Street in Lex- 
ington to talk with him about his 8lst 
birthday. which arrives on April 3. 

“No interview.” the first editor and pub- 
lisher of THe Brtoop-Horse announced 
briskly. 

I know better than to argue with Thomas 
B. Cromwell. It gets you nowhere. He has 
a long record of taking back from no- 
body. He means what he says, and he says 
what he thinks. Neither high position nor 
wealth, both of which I lack, can impress 
him, nor can argument cause him to 
change his mind. 

But having nothing to lose by it I used 
some argument anyhow, trying to disguise 
it as persuasion: “You have acquired a 
great fund of knowledge and experience 
through your long association with racing. 
Some of the things you have learned should 
be set down for the guidance of others. 
Progress is made through accumulated 
wisdom. Please give out with your share.” 

“When I was a boy.” Mr. Cromwell 
began, like a man who is going to re- 
minisce all over the track, “older people 
were always telling me what to do. Giving 
me the benefit of their experience, they 
said. But did I pay any attention to them? 
Not at all. I had to find things out for 
myself. That’s how much accumulated wis- 
dom was worth when I was a boy. and 
that’s how much it’s worth now.” The flow 
of reminiscence stopped. It wasn’t going 
to be a gusher. 

The telephone rang. The caller was a 
Mr. Joe Smith. who had come to Fayette 
County a long time ago with not much 
more in the way of assets than a strong 
back and a sharp mind. There was a brief 
exchange over the phone, Mr. Cromwell 
laughed appreciatively, and hung up. “That 
was Joe Smith. He told me that he had 
paid three times more in income taxes for 
1951 than he owned in the way of capital 
when he came here 40 years ago.” Mr. 
Cromwell does not subscribe to the New 
Deal or the Fair Deal. 

I lighted a cigarette and shoved the ash- 
tray to the far side of the desk, so the 
smoke wouldn't blow his way and start 
him to lecturing me about smoking. It 
turned out that he was saving the lecture 
for a larger audience. In a few minutes 
John A. Bell III, his partner in the Crom- 
well Bloodstock Agency. came into the 
office. took care of a few details. and pre- 
pared to leave. 

“Anything you want me to do before I 
go?” he asked Mr. Cromwell.

How old were 
you when you stopped?” 

“T was 40.” 

“You see? I’ve got a few years to go yet. 
Didnt you hear what a time General 
Eisenhower had when he stopped smoking? 
Like to drove him crazy. Had to take his 
golf clubs to the office with him and start 
swinging them whenever he craved a cig- 
arette.” Before this could be answered Mr. 
Bell eased out the door. I remained quiet. 
trying to look like a man smoking a cig- 
arette who didn’t look like a man smoking 
a cigarette. Nothing more was said about 
smoking. I had proved immune to that 
argument a long time ago. 

But though Mr. Cromwell was not to 
be interviewed that day he talked cheer- 
fully and allowed me to take down a 
couple of dates. One of these was 1891. 
when Ed Leonard and Comedy dead- 
heated at Louisville. “Dead-heated twice. 
Finished the first mile in a dead heat. 
rested 20 minutes. dead-heated in the sec- 
ond mile. rested 20 minutes, and came out 
for the third mile. It’s in the book.” He 
produced the book and after a little search

found the race. It was on Saturday. May 
16. 1891. “They ran three hard miles for 
a $300 purse.” 

The citation was in support of his con- 
tention that “too many soft-boned horses 
are being bred nowadays from soft-boned 
Then he remembered that Ed 
Leonard. the eventual winner, and Comedy 
later had been used as a team to pull a 
baggage wagon at Lexington. Another 
dead heat. 


horses.” 


Another date was 1883, when the first 
pari-mutuel machines that Mr. Cromwell 
had ever seen were used at the Kentucky 
Association track at Lexington. They were 
forerunners of the machines made popular 
at Churchill Downs 20 or more years 
later. He also recalled 1905, when he or- 
ganized for Frank Brunell’s Racing Form 
the past-performance data now so indis- 
pensable to race-goers. Mr. Cromwell was 
Mr. Brunell’s editor at the time. 

“We had heard that some young fellows 
were going to publish a paper at St. Louis 
giving the past performances of the horses. 
‘What shall we do?’ Mr. Brunell asked 
me. ‘Why, we'll do it first and we'll do it 
better. [ told him. ‘How?’ ‘Don’t worry 
about how. Just you go to St. Louis for 
three days and I'll put them in the mail 
on the third day.’ I had to get him out of 
town. He was a nervous fellow and got 
everybody upset when something had to 
be done. So he went to St. Louis, the 
rest of us got busy organizing the informa- 
tion, and I mailed it to him on the third 
day. That's how past performances got 
started.” They led, perforce, to more de- 
tailed chartmaking at the tracks. and the 
present system of charts and records stems 
from those days. 

Thomas B. Cromwell was born in Wood- 
ford County, Kentucky, on April 3, 1871. 
He galloped horses—before school and 
probably before breakfast—when he was 
a boy, and has been closely associated 
with the Turf ever since, as writer. com- 
mentator, adviser, publisher, editor, insur- 
ance broker, owner, sales broker. all- 
around stalwart. and penetrator of dis- 
guises. He leaves no doubt as to where he 
stands on any question: weasel words are 
not for him. He questions the virtue of 
many mechanical devices used in racing, 
end he is certain that today’s horses are 
not up to three mile heats in one afternoon. 

Has he noticed any other changes on 
the Turf? 

“Yes. there are more hawks these days 
than there are chickens.”

A Visit to the Yolo Ranch; 
The Stork and Mr. Shirai 


Los ANGELES 
In a state that is noted for its beauty 
spots. certainly one of the most charming 
places in California is the Yolo Ranch of 
Mr. and Mrs. John de Blois Wack. It is 
situated in Hope Ranch Park, four miles 
north of Santa Barbara. and looks out over 
a beautiful stretch of the Pacific Ocean. 
The Yolo ranch is not a large one. It 
comprises only 44 acres. but on it are 
winding trails, beautiful trees, large and 
green paddocks, spacious stalls. a quarter- 
mile training track, and room for perhaps 
25 horses without crowding. Other ranches 
may match everything but the view. and 
the climate, which is similar, I am told, 
to Ireland. 


Other ranches may also find it difficult 
to match Mr. Wack’s library. an inviting 
place to relax that contains a complete 
reference of Turf books; and not many 
homes will be able to match the lovely 
portraits, painted by Mrs. Wack, that 
adorn Yolo Ranch. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wack have purchased 
finely bred horses throughout the world, 
and the last time they sat down to figure 
it out they owned Thoroughbreds in Aus- 
tralia. New Zealand, California, and Ken- 
tucky. At the ranch now is a French colt 
named *Marsco, which loves children and 
attention, plus three excellent looking year- 
ling fillies by War Admiral, Faultless, and 
Free America. Baron Fred d’Osten is par- 
ticularly fond of the War Admiral filly. 

On the day after the running of the 
Santa Anita Handicap, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wack invited a number of horsemen to 
the ranch for a buffet luncheon and a look 
at the Thoroughbreds. Included in the 
party were Baron d’Osten, Bill Winfrey 
and Horatio Luro, extremely capable 
horsemen. All were impressed by the 
beauty of the ranch. 

Sona, the *Nasrullah filly that ran so 
spectacularly last summer at Del Mar, is 
going East with Senor Luro when he leaves 
Santa Anita. She will be bred to a top 
sire in Kentucky, and then trained by Mr. 
Luro for a short campaign in New York 
this summer. 

Her breeding and the excellent speed 
she showed in winning her first start 


should make her a top producer. and the 
Wacks are wise in retiring her early. She 
is so ticklish that if you merely touch her 
anywhere around the belly she squeals. 
Sona is likely to come up with a really 


first-class race horse, and it is just this 
reporter's idea that if more fillies were 
retired as soon as they begin to lose their 
racing class. breeders would reap tremend- 
ous profits. Once they lose that brilliant 
spark on the race tracks. they never seem 
to regain it. 

The victory scored by Great Circle in 
winning last year’s running of the Ma- 
turity Stakes at Santa Anita still stands 
as the richest in that race. Like a good 
sportsman, though. Mr. Wack was rooting 
for Intent to set a record that eluded his 
own Great Circle. Intent came very close 
to being the first horse to win both the 
Maturity and the Santa Anita Handicap in 
a single season, and only a disqualifica- 
tion kept him from doing it. 

Senor Luro, by the way. was responsible 
for the importation of *Miche, winner of 
the Santa Anita Handicap. to this country. 
*Miche was purchased at auction in the 
Argentine in October. of 1947, and sent 
to this country by the firm of Atucha- 
Luro and Farsky. He arrived, along with 
nine other 2-year-olds, in New Orleans. 
then was sent by rail to Los Angeles and 
was stabled at a small ranch adjoining 
Santa Anita Park until his sale, along with 
three other horses. to Mrs. John Payson 
Adams for $40.000. The other three horses 
in the sale were *Actium, *Karinika, and 
*Last Drink. The next year the Luro firm 
imported *Micheo. *Miche’s full brother, 
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and sold him to Dewey Burden for $20.000. 
*Micheo showed brilliant speed before in- 
juring an ankle that required a long rest. 
He should be back racing this summer. 


RACE. An interesting visitor to Los 
Angeles recently has been Shimpei Shirai, 
editor of three Turf journals in Japan. 
At the recent Fasig-Tipton sale at Holly- 
wood Park. the visiting Japanese journal- 
ist was a busy bidder. In all, he has pur- 
chased 15 Thoroughbreds during recent 
weeks in this country, and is going home 
with 18. which is a pretty good trick if you 
can do it. One of the horses Mr. Shirai 
bought was the sire *Vino Puro, now 18 
years old. 

But the interesting part of Mr. Shirai’s 
purchases were the mares Caesar’s Crown, 
End Of Time. and Miss Blackout. All were 
in foal. and it seems that if their young- 
sters arrived after the ship got under way 
for Japan—even if the ship was still in 
San Francisco Bay and just passing under 
the Golden Gate bridge—the produce 
would be considered Japanese-breds and 
hence eligible for the Japanese Derby. 
Naturally. you know how Mr. Shirai was 
rooting. 

Well. Caesar’s Crown foaled a colt by 
War Glory before boarding ship. But at 
last reports, End Of Time was still ex- 
pecting a youngster by *Colonus. and 
Miss Blackout was still waiting to foal to 
the cover of Burning Dream. Mr. Shirai 
was a little nervous just before sailing 
time. But, as it turned out, there was no 
reason he need be. The stork will have 
to catch up with the ship somewhere out at 
sea. Remind me to look up the winner of 
the Japanese Derby in 1955. I just want 
to see if I remember his folks. 


*WINDY CITY Il INJURED 


Mrs. Petite Luellwitz’ *Windy City II is 
developing osselets, it has been announced 
by Trainer Willie Alvarado, and will be 
taken out of training for several months. 
The probability is, it was stated, that the 
colt will not race again until next year’s 
Santa Anita Park meeting. The Irish-bred 
son of Wyndham was a Kentucky Derby 
nominee and could have been made a sup- 
plementary nominee to the Preakness. He 
was second to Hill Gail in the Santa Anita 
Derby and won the San Gabriel Stakes 
and the San Felipe Handicap. 


The State of New Hampshire received 
$2.080.605 from 60 days of racing in 1951 
in addition to $7,828 for fees and _ fines. 
Of that amount, $2,069.377 went to the 
State from Rockingham Park, which had 
summer and autumn meetings totaling 54 
days. and $11,228 came from six days 
of harness racing at the Rochester Fair. A 
total of $36.855.103 was wagered at Rock- 
ingham Park and $191,200 at Rochester.

Syndication of Your Host 


Plans are under way for the syndication 
of Your Host, it has been announced. The 
Fasig-Tipton Company and its English 
affiliate. the British Bloodstock Agency, 
have obtained an option on the son of 
* Alibhai—*Boudoir Il. by *Mahmoud. 
The option extends to June 1, and the 
price is $150,000. 

Humphrey S. Finney, who with Tyson 
Gilpin. the Fasig-Tipton president. is ar- 
ranging for the syndication. states that 
Californians and eastern horsemen are 
interested in obtaining ownership of the 
5-year-old stallion. In view of the physical 
condition of the horse—he fractured a 
bone in his right shoulder in a spill early 
in 1951—Mr. Finney believes that the 
proper basis for syndication would be 
about 20 shares. with the stallion being 
bred to 20 mares a year. Through March 
22. Your Host had been bred about 20 
times and had handled himself nicely, 
Mr. Finney reports. 


Your Host is owned by Lloyds of Lon- 
don, which paid a $250.000 insurance 
policy on him to William Goetz, his owner 
at the time of -the accident. Since then 
Your Host has been at George Stratton’s 
Circle S Ranch, at Canoga. Calif. Mr. 
Finney reports that the horse has received 
excellent care at the Stratton place, and 
that he gets around very well. 

The option was obtained for Fasig- 
Tipton and the BBA by Capt. Lionel 
Cecil. a director of the bloodstock agency 
and one of the underwriters at Lloyds. 
It is understood that Your Host would 
remain at the Stratton Ranch through the 
current breeding season. 


Calumet, Mereworth Are Leaders 


For the fifth year in succession. Mrs. 
Warren Wright's Calumet Farm and Wal- 
ter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Farm were the 
leading American breeders. according to 
figures compiled on the racing of 1951 by 
Daily Racing Form. Calumet Farm led in 
total money earned with $1.198.107. Mere- 
worth led in races won with 299. 

Louis B. Mayer’s breeding farm, now 
disbanded. produced the winners of $1.- 
134.253 to be second to Calumet in money 
won by horses bred at the establishment. 
Greentree Stud. Inc. (John Hay Whitney 
and Mrs. Charles S. Payson) was third 
with $812.459. 

Calumet Farm was next to Mereworth on 
the most-wins list with 260. Arthur B. Han- 
cock was third with 228. Calumet and 
Mereworth have led in their respective 
categories since 1947,

Facts About EVAR, Ine. 


]. Equine Virus Abortion Research. Inc.. was organized at Lexington re- 
cently by a group of horsemen. It is a non-profit organization. All 
meney will be spent in furthering research on equine virus abortion. 
No officers of EVAR will receive a salary. 


The activities of Equine Virus Abortion Research. Inc.. do not conflict 
with the pregram of the Grayson Foundation. the Keeneland Founda- 
tion, or any other group financing research in horse diseases. 


3. EVAR will supplement the work of the Grayson Foundation and others 
by providing a farm and broodmares where University of Kentucky 
researchers can continue a program which so far has been confined 
mainly to laboratory investigation because a farm and mares were 
not available. 


4. A group of mares must be maintained under typical breeding farm 
conditions if the present virus abortion research program, which has 
made good progress, is to be utilized to the fullest extent. 


5. EVAR has rented a farm where broodmares may be kept during the 
course of the research. It will be maintained for a year and probably 
longer. if necessary. 


6. Mare owners. race horse owners. and men in businesses connected 
with breeding and racing are asked to contribute to the upkeep of 
the mares and the farm. It is suggested that broodmare owners con- 
tribute on a basis of $10 for each of their mares. It will cost an 
estimated $20.000 to operate the farm and maintain 20 to 25 mares 
for the first year. The Thoroughbred Club of America already has 
contributed $2.000. and several individual breeders and men other- 
wise connected with the horse business have sent in checks. 


7. Mares are needed for research purposes. They should be maiden 
mares (not in foal). but it does not matter if they have been bred 
and did not get in foal. They should come from farms where equine 
virus abortion has not appeared. Gift mares are preferred, but mares 
will be accepted on loan. the foals to be the property of the mare 
owner. EVAR has arranged to buy a few low-priced maiden mares 
in order to get the program started at once. Enough stallion seasons 
have been donated to breed the number of mares required. 


The research program will not be conducted by laymen, as some people 
have supposed. It will be under the charge of Dr. F. E. Hull and Dr. 
E. R. Doll ef the University of Kentucky Department of Animal 
Pathology. These men have been working on equine virus abortion 
research for several years. They already have developed a fairly 
successful vaccine. What they need now is a farm and a sufficiently 
large number of mares to work with. so laboratory findings may be 
tested under actual farm conditions. EVAR will provide the farm 
and the mares. Drs. Hull and Doll will conduct the research. 
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. Contributions should be mailed to L. P. Doherty. treasurer, 145 East 
Short street. Lexington. Ky. Other officers: Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, 
president: Lawrence Brown. vice president; and Clarkson Beard.

Simplified Racing by Wicks, 
Capital Gains by MacPhail

For the same reason that Shakespeare 
wrote the grave-diggers scene in Hamlet 
and the porter’s scene in Macbeth, it was 
a pleasure for a man who had suffered the 
rigors of two months in Florida and South 
Carolina to read the interim report of the 
Wicks Committee. Comic relief, I think 
the dramatists call it. 

If I seem to be picking on this commit- 
tee, it’s just that I can’t help it. What do 
you do, for instance, with a grave legisla- 
tive body which discovers that a disquali- 
fied horse does not get any part of a 
purse? This has been in the rules of racing 
for some generations, and in New York 
in particular it has been debated for 
years. largely by writers who think that 
the stewards should have discretionary 
powers to place a disqualified horse second 
or third, instead of last. The whole thing 
suggested a small boy who has just dis- 
covered that the continental army, with 
French aid, had taken Yorktown, and is 
reciting his lesson with the approval of his 
teacher. 

It is, of course, understandable that not 
everyone is familiar with racing, and that 
anyone can be proud when he learns. But 
the Wicks Committee was supposed to 
have. if not knowledge, at least the ability 
to think. It picked up, and passed along 
in its report, the information that a survey 
had shown that the average race-goer was 
married, a member of a church, and went 
to the races once a year. 

Now this is not the average citizen, 
mind you; it is the average race-goer. 
The way you get an average, unless they 
have changed this since I was in the sixth 
grade, is to add one and five and seven and 
six, and then divide by four. So the only 
way the average race-goer can go to the 
races once a year is for nobody to go 
twice. One plus anything more than one 
has got to average more than one. I have 
tried it several times on paper, using 
numbers selected at random, and it always 
comes out this way. This seems to me to 
show you the value of the surveys, and the 
tthought which the Wicks committee gave 
to its report. 

As to the number of times the average 
race-goer attends the races, I have no real 
idea. though the subject intrigues me. At 
Hialeah Park the companion of my travels 
looked over the horse-players and remark- 
ed that in her considered opinion, the 


players at Jamaica were picked up in 
Stevens trucks at the close of racing on 
November 15 and delivered to Florida. be- 
cause the people in one place looked just 
like the people in the other. But at any 
rate, the average race-goer may be married, 
he may be a member of a church, but he 
goes to the races more than once a year. 
It's not a new crowd I see at Jamaica 
every day. 


TYPICAL. In this connection, Laurel 
may turn up with some information. If you 
are a typical Laurel fan—I use the word 
“fan” with distaste, because that’s what it 
said on the sign—you can get $50 in cash 
and the greatest day of your life. The 
sign also said, “ask for entry blank.” and 
I did, industriously, but I could never find 
anybody who knew anything about the 
contest. Last year Laurel gave somebody 
a horse, and then bought it back from him 
because the winner could not find space 
for it in his apartment. A few people 
thought that this year they were just going 
to draw a number from a hat. and give 
somebody $50 and pick up all tabs for 
the day. But anyway there is a contest. 
and a careful examination of the winner 
may shed some light on what an average 
race-goer is. 


PARLAY. The current meeting at Lau- 
rel represents, as far as I know, the first 
time two tracks have decided to run as 
one. During the war there were joint meet- 
ings of the Maryland tracks at Pimlico,

but that was compulsion from without, 
because of transportation troubles. This 
one is a voluntary affair, and off the open. 
ing a highly successful one. 

The opening stakes, the Capitol Handi. 
cap. was not too much of a race, but it 
illustrated the advantages of stringing 
along with Mr. Larry S. MacPhail. As 
president of Bowie, half of the assembled 
22.000 customers and half of what they 
bet into the totalisators belonged to him. 
Winner of the race was Algasir. the abso- 
lute outsider in the field. and Mr. Mac. 
Phail had thoughtfully purchased his dam, 
Alpoise, sometime previously. The day be- 
fore the race Alpoise had dropped a filly 
by Sir Francis, and it seems reasonable 
that Algasir’s victory will increase the 
value of this filly. when she is sold, by a 
bid or so. 

Even that wasn’t enough. Mr. MacPhail 
had won himself a bet on the previous 
race, because he had sold Pintor at Sara. 
toga for $10.500 and had felt that he must 
follow his star. So because he had a new 
lialf-sister to Algasir. and also fresh money, 
he bet on Algasir against any reasonable 
expectation. I know. because I saw_ the 
tickets. Now when you sell yearlings at 
a profit, so they can run at your race track 
and you can take a piece out of the total- 
isator handle, and you can in addition bet 
on winners which improve the value of 
your broodmares at $62.80, how many 
more angles can you devise? 


FLOURISH. Laurel makes a point of 
its opening, so that you cannot mistake 
it for just any day of racing. I did not 
pay much attention to the ceremonies, be- 
cause I have heard bands before. and there 
were crab cakes in the Stevens dining 
room. But there were bands and drum ma- 
jorettes—cute little ones, too—and_ the 
opening flourishes were considerable. 
There was also, in the infield where it 
would not block the view of the totalisator 
board, a sign worked out in pink and 
white roses, saying “Riders Up.” A horse 
was led out in front of it, and Sam Boul- 
metis, a Baltimore boy, was tossed up on 
him. Some of the photographers didn't 
get it. so he was tossed up again. Finally 
the man who was assisting. being of stal- 
wart proportions, tossed him half-way up 
and held him there, so that all the pictures 
could be made. 

You'd think this would jinx a jockey 
past all possible help. But Boulmetis 
swarmed through on the rail in the Cap- 
itol Handicap with Algasir, so the public 
also got a view of Boulmetis getting off a 
horse. He was big winner of the day. But 
not as big as Mr. MacPhail.

The long shot in Laurel Park’s Capitol Handicap, 
6-year-old Algasir was rated off the leaders for the 
first half-mile. He started moving up on the turn 
and was third at the head of the stretch. He passed 
the tiring favorite, Woodchuck, and Hi Billee to win 
by 1%4 lengths. Hi Billee finished a neck in front 
of the fast-closing Eatontown. Although he was not 
one of the high-weights Algasir was giving weight 
to the second and third place horses. 

Foaled in 1946 at the Lexington farm of the late 
A. C. Ernst. Algasir set a world record in his first 
start when he ran 4% furlongs of the Widener 
course in :504% seconds. Four starts later he won 
the Flash Stakes and then was sold in the dispersal 
of the A. C. Ernst horses-in-training at Saratoga. 
The 2-year-old gelding went to Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark for the record price of $106,000. Under new 
ownership. Algasir won the Cowdin Stakes and 
the Babylon Handicap while still a 2-year-old. At 
three and four, Algasir failed to place in stakes 
and was sold to H. A. Kimball for a reported 
$26.000. As a 5-year-old, he won the Governor’s 
Handicap at Suffolk Downs and placed second in 
the Spring Handicap. He also equalled the Rock- 
ingham Park track record by carrying 118 pounds 
over miles in 1:43%. 

The Capitol Handicap was Algasir’s first start of 
1952. By winning this race, Algasir brought his 
lifetime earnings to $107,745, which finally tops 
the price for which he was sold at two. The first 
$100.000-wnner bred by Mr. Ernst, Algasir is the 
sixth winner of $100,000 sired by *Sir Gallahad 
Ill: Gallant Fox, Fenelon, Fighting Fox, Gallant 
Sir, and Vagrancy are other *Sir Gallahad III off- 
spring which won that amount. Algasir is the first 
1952 stakes winner for his sire, which has a total 
of 50 stakes winners. 

In the C. E. Nelson dispersal of Thoroughbreds 
last fall, Alpoise, the dam of Algasir, was sold to 
Larry S. MacPhail for $16,000. Her filly by Phalanx, 
which is now a_ yearling, topped that sale at 
$25.500. going to James Cox Brady Jr. On March 
22, 1952. Alpoise foaled a chestnut filly by Sir 
Franics. Algasir’s second dam, Laughing Queen, 
is a sister to Pompey.

A cough prevented his making more 
starts before he was sold to his present owner, 
Frank Stout’s Hampton Stable, for which he started 
once that year. At three, Alerted won the Discovery 
and the Jerome Handicaps, and the Laurel Stakes. 
He placed second in the Dwyer, the Kent, the 
Chesapeake, and the Shevlin Stakes, and the Jersey, 
the Edgemere, and the Yankee Handicaps: and was 
third in the Preakness and the Cherry Blossom 


Stakes. and the Lawrence Realization. With that 
record ($101,285 for the season) he was rated at 
111 pounds on the Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year- 
olds of 1951. Earlier in 1952 Alerted had been sec- 
ond in the Gulfstream Park Handicap and _ third 
in the McLennan Handicap. 

In the inaugural running of Gulfstream Park’s 
Appleton Handicap, Hampton Stable’s Easy Whirl 
set the pace to the last turn, where he dropped the 
lead to his stablemate Alerted. After staying just 
off the leaders in the early part of tht race, Alerted 
had enough left to head Why Not Now at the 
finish. Why Not Now, which stumbled at the start, 
went to the outside in the stretch and closed rapidly 
to finish a length and a half in front of Going 
Away. Alerted and Why Not Now, sharing the top 
weight of 116 pounds for the Appleton, finished in 
the same order behind Crafty Admiral in the Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap.

Alerted is the third 1952 stakes winner sired by 
Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea; the others are Hill Gail 
and Picador. Bull Lea has a total of 31 stakes 
winners.

Reighs Bull. giving 11 pounds to the win- 
ner. went to the front at the start and staved there 
for the first half-mile. Aegean, after staying with 
the leader far in front of the rest of the field 
throughout the early running. took the lead while 
pearing the last furlong and drew away gradually 
to get the winner’s $6.650 share of the purse. 
Reighs Bull finished 3% lengths in front of Admiral 
Drake. 

Aegean was foaled at the late C. S. Howard’s 
Ridgewood Ranch in California on January 27. 
1948. He won his first start on April 26, 1950. 
under Mr. Howard’s silks and raced for him until 
December of that year. when he was purchased by 
his present owner. As a 3-year-old of 1951, Aegean 
made five starts and did not win. but he was third 
in the Santa Anita Derby and the San Jose Handi- 
cap. After six starts this year Aegean ran fourth 
in the Washington’s Birthday Handicap: finished 
third in his next start, the Christopher J. Fitzgerald 
Handicap: then won an allowance race which was 
his last start before the Pacific Handicap. 

In winning the Pacific Handicap. Aegean showed 
some of the ability to negotiate an off track that 
characterized his sire, Mioland. An Oregon-bred 
stakes winner of $244,270, Mioland was sold in the 
1950 sale of horses from the Howard Estate and 
died recently. Aegean is the first stakes winner of 
the year for his sire, whcih had out the 1951 stakes

Announce- 
ment of this consignment of foreign-bred 
yearlings was made by Tyson Gilpin, pres- 
ident of the Fasig-Tipton Company, on a 
recent visit to Lexington. 


Henry Knight's Almahurst con- 
signment will be of a size this year to re- 
quire a full sales session.

Garden State Stakes 


A new stakes race, named for the late 
Thomas J. Healey. has been added to 
Garden State Park’s racing calendar for 
the spring meeting. Mr. Healey was a 
noted trainer and a New Jersey State 
steward when Thoroughbred racing was 
revived in that state in 1942. To be run 
on May 24, the race will be at a mile and 
an eighth for 3-year-olds and upward and 
will have $20,000 added.

The Consolation Double
